Freight Train and Work Train 
Collide on the Great North- 
ern Railroad.

NACONDA (Mont.) Nov. 18.—A 
special to the 
Great Falls, Mont. 
Japanese le borers 
twenty-eight injured, three probably 
fatal, and the others more or less seri- 
ously, in a collision between a freight 
train and a work train on the Great 
Northern Railroad near Culbertson, a 
station near the eastern boundary line 
of this State, Sunday morning. 

The freight train was running about 
twenty-five miles an hour; the work 
train was stationary. Rounding a 
curve, the freight train crashed into the 
work train, and sad havoc followed. 
One of the cars in the work train was 
a bunk or sleeping car. In this there 
were forty-one Japanese laborers. But 
three of them ercaped death or injury. 
According to the survivors, awful 
scenes followed the crash. Wounded 
men lay about everywhere, and all 
were horribly mangled. The ground 
was soaked with blood, and the shrieks 
of the injured were agonizing. The 
burden of dead and dying was met at 
the station in Great Falis by willing 
men, eager to lend every assistance. 
The injured were taken to the hospi- 
tals, where their wounds were dreased. 
It ie the opinion of the surgeons that 
three of the men | 
die, and perhaps 

Few of the Japanese are able to ten 
a connected story of the disaster, 
ow ing to their inability to speak Eng- 
lish. Their tales, however, simple and 
broken as they are, tell the horrible 
experience which they underwent. 
Wrecking crews have cleared the 
track, and traffic hes been resumed. 
An inquest is being held at Glasgow 
tonight. but the verdict of the Cor- 
oner'’s jury is not yet available.

New Treaty Signed 
and Sealed. 


Will not Be Published 
Until Ratified. 


United States Supposed to 
Have Right to Ratify. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PReSss—A.M.) 
ASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—The new 
Hay-Pauncefote treaty was 
signed today at 12:05 o clock p.m. 

by Secretary Hay for the United States 

and Lord Pauncefote, the British Am- 
bassador, for Great Britain. 

This treaty is intended to replace the 
first Hay-Pauncefote treaty. That con- 
vention was amended so extensively by 
the United States Senate at its last 
session that the British government de- 
clined to ratify it. Within a few weeks 
negotiations began afresh between 
Secretary Hay and Lord Pauncefote, 
which have just resulted in the signing 
of the new treaty, drawn with special 
reference to the objections found by 
the Senate with the first treaty. From 
a due sense of courtesy which must be 
observed toward the United States Sen- 
ate wherever a treaty is concerned, the 
State Department is estopped from 
making public the text of the new 
convention, and that will remain secret 
until the Senate shall break the seal of 
silence. 

It is said at the department that the 

various publications which have been 

made of the alleged text of the treaty 
and conjectural, 


first treaty W construct one eimiler tn 
general terms to the new convention. 
The principal point of difference be- 
tween the new and the failed treaty is 
the withdrawal of Great Britain from 
the joint guarantee of the neutrality of 
the canal, thus leaving the United 
States the sole guarantor. The exci- 
sion of the old provision respecting the 
right to fortify the canal leaves that 
right. by inference optional with the 
United States. All commerce of what- 
ever nationality passing through the 
canal will fare alike: there will be no 
discrimination of rates in favar of the 
United States shipping. 

Otherwise the treaty is in scope 
similar to last year’s treaty. It re- 
places technically the Clayton- Bulwer 
treaty, concluded April 19, 18380. Uy 
the terms of that old convention: the 
United States and Great Britain 
agreed that neither should seek any 
advantages in rights of transit across 
By the new convention 
Great Britain yields her right in favor 
of the United States, which is thus at 
liberty to construct a canal. 

Nothing more remains to be done, as 
far as this treaty is concerned, before 
the Senate meets, or indeed until the 
treaty shall have been rejected or 
ratified. If it shall be ratified, the 
State Department will proceed ini- 
mediately to negotiate the treaties with 
Costa Rica and Nicaragua for which 
it already has erranged in protocols 
pending before the Senate, which win 
permit the canal to be constructed 
and prescribe the terms upon which 
the consent of Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica is given. It was in anticipation 
of this action, it is presumed, that the 
Nicaraguan government only recently 
denounced the treaty of trade and 
commerce with the United States. This 
treaty contained sections conveying 
rights as to canal construction which 
are to be by more modern 
provisions. 

There was no particular ceremony 
connected with the signing of the im- 
portant convention. Lord Pauncetote 
had been indisposed for several duys 
past, and it is not expected hat the 
treaty should be signed before the end 
of the current week. However, to che 
surprise of the State Department f. 
ficiais,. the Ambassador appeared at 
the department about noon, and ihe 
work of signing the treaty was soon 
dispatched. The scene was the historic 
diplomatic chamber of the State De- 
partment, and beside the principals, 
Secretary Hay and Lor! Pauncefote, 
there were present Sidney Smith, 
chief of the Diplomatic Bureau of the 
State Department; Percy Windham. 
the second secretary of the British 
embassy, and William G. Wynn and 
Edward Savoy, the Secretary of 
State's private messengers, whose duty 
it w to attend to the affixing of 
sea 2 — was signed by Sec- 
retary y with a gold in a silv 
holder, which had Reon’ ened in the 
22 of other conventions, and is 
the persorfal property of the Secretary.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—One of the 
most interesting books published by 
the government has just been issued 
by the Indian Bureau. It is a course 
of study for the Indian schools of the 
United States prepared by Miss Estelle 
Reel, Superintendent of Indian Schools. 
The prominent characteristics of the 
book are the strict common sense and 
practical methods advocated. There is 
almost an absence of theory, the aim 
being to make the training such that 
while developing the intellect and 
character of the pupil, it endows the 
student with the ability to do some- 
thing practical and useful. Self-help, 
self-reliance and individualism is the 
keynote of the work. Each sentence 
contains something that will add to 
the acquirements of the students and 
enable them to attain the things most 
useful in practical life and to meet its 
emergencies. Nature study is directed so 
as to treat of the products of the farm 
and the garden, their cultivation, 
growth and propagation, of the ani- 
mais of the farm, their care and 
breeding, of the insects and birds; and 
in what ways they are beneficial and 
otherwise. 

This plan ts ed out in all the 
other studies. e literary branches 
are arranged so that they correlate 
with the industrial subjects. 

Instruction in arithmetic is so ar- 
ranged that while the students are 
learning the fundamental methemati- 
cal rules, they are at the same time 
being taught their practical applica- 
tion to useful occupations. In carpen-

DALZELL ON RECIPROCITY. 
EXPECTS NONE THIS CONGRESS. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—[ Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] Representative Dalzell of 
Pennsylvania went up to the White 
House today to talk with the President 
about this subject. When he came out 
he was asked if he favored reciprocity. 
He said: 

“Reciprocity is not a question of sen- 
timent, but facts. We should not build 
one industry at the expense of an- 
other. A 2-per-cent. cut on textile 
fabrics in the French treaty would de- 
stroy the textile industries of Penn- 
syivania and New Jersey, while there 
in just now much talk of reciprocity. 
In my opinion, nothing can be done 
during the coming session of Congress.”

Gan Bernardino Fortified Against

NO TANK MEN ARE SELLING OIL 
AT LOW PRICES. 

Western Union Operations Watched 

With Interest—Coalinga Field Has 


More Oil Than it Can Ship—Midway 
Once More Astir. 


With a production greater than the 
consumption, and a surplus of consid- 
erably over 30,000 barrels on hand, the 
local ol! market is today very much at 
sixes and sevens, for there is lack of 
harmony in the ranks of the producers 
and oil is sold for what it will bring. 

Consumers in a position to take ad- 
vantage of existing conditions laugh 
at attempted combines and “corners,” 
for they are now buying oll, and get- 
ting it cheap. The inability of the 
390-well combine to fix a price for the 
home product, has exposed the weak- 
ness in that quarter, and its influence 
on the small producer, with ofl and no 
storage, has not been for the better- 
ment of the market. 

Strong efforts are made, however, to 
hold the price at 60 cents a barrel, but 
the market is very slow in absorbing 
it at that figure, and even in the past 
few days, oll has sold for less. The 
“no tank men” are doing things, for 
such producers are willing to take 5 
to 10 cents less than the market price 


rather than st pumping. 
“A complete shutdown would be the 
salvation of the market.“ said one of 


the large producers “and 
if he could obtain the consent of the 
majority to stop their pumps for thirty 
to sixty days, we could work off the 
surplus, and oll would then bring al- 
most twice what it is now sold at.” 

But there is a little hope that the 

ty wo agree to such a move, 
even with the unfavorable prospect of 
assistance from other quarters.
